Guiding his automobile with one 
hand, Dr. Bass said, he held his 
pistol with the other and fired a 
shot at Pearman’s head while his 
victim was slumped forward in a 


Gunmen Trailed Car. 
Dr. Bass said he killed Pearman 
at the order of St. Louls gunmen, 
whom he previously had hired to 
kill his wife's cousin, Machir J. 
Dorsey of Indianapolis, in a simi- 
lar $100,000 insurance plot which 
collapsed. The gunmen, he said, 
were trailing his automobile when 
the murder occurred and helged 
him dispose of the body the next 
night after it had lain in the rear 
compartment of his automobile for

amazing story which Dr, Bass be- 
gan last week when he told of hir- 
ing gunmen in 1928 to kill Dorsey, 
a plot which was abandoned when 
the doctor learned that Dorsey had

WHEN PLANE HT 
HGH POWER WIRE 


(Machine, After Being Lost 
in Fog Over Jersey City, 
Hits Line When: Headed 
Toward Landing.

JERSEY CITY, N. J., April 19. 


—Trapped in the fog, an airplane 
which for half an hour had 


swooped blindly just above the 
roofs of Jersey City, struck a high 
tension wire of the Public Service 
power plant in the Hackensack 
Meadows. on the outskirts of this 
city yesterday afternoon, killing 
the pilot and three passengers. 
A police inspector expressed the 
opinion that the victims were elec- 
trocuted. Their bodies were 50 
badly burned in the wreckage that 
identification was impossible, ex- 
cept through the records of the 
Colonial Airways Co., operator of 
the plane. , 
Among the dead was Count 
Henri de la Vaulx, founder and 
president of the Federation Aero- 
nautique Internationale, the world’s 
highest governing body on aviation 
records. He had boarded the mon- 
oplane at Montreal to get to New 
York for the week-end. 
The others killed were John Salk- 
way, veteran pilot; Mrs. Marié E. 
Willlams of Providence, R. L, and 
A. V. Conklin of New York. Mrs. 
Williams and Mr. Conklin had 
boarded the plane at Albany for 
the run to Newark airport. 
Headed for Safe x 
When the plate hit the 132,000- 
volt wire it apparently was head- 
ed for the open meadows, where a 
a safe landing was possible in the 
thick mist.

LAWYER REFUSES.

William A. Koons, 61, Had 
Insisted on Fine if He 


. Check Charge. 


William A. Koons, 61-year-old 
lawyer, was arrested late last nig®t 
at his home, 5883 Bartmer avenue, 
five hours after he walked out of 
Circuit Judge Calhoun’s court 
while a jury deliberated un its ver- 
dict in his trial for passing a 
worthless check. 

The jury found him guilty and 
fixed his punishment at four years 
in the penitentiary. With Koons 
missing, Judge Calhoun accepted 
the verdict and declared the law- 
yer’s bond forfeited. He was eat- 
ing a late supper at his home 
when detectives found him at 
10:40 o'clock. . 

At Police Headquarters, where 
he wag locked up, Koons said he 
anticipated a guilty verdict and left 
the courtroom to negotiate for an 


courtroom, he said, but found ev- 
eryone gone but a watchman and 
decided to go home after learning 
the disposition of his case from 
the court record. 

Charged With Two Others. 

Koons was jointly charged with 
Charles Hollerback and Earl Da- 
vis, both waiters, who pleaded 
guilty in February before Circuit 
Judge Taylor, and were sentenced 
to six months in the workhouse. 
The two waiters told Judge Taylor 
they had cashed many bogus pay 
checks; drawn by Kcons, under an 
agreement that Koons would share 
in the profit and act as their at- 
torney if they were caught. 

Hollerback and Davis did not 
appear against Koons, as they have 
been released and could not be 
found, having been allowed to ap- 
ply the time spent in jail prior to 
pleading guilty to the workhouse 
sentences. At the time they were 
sentenced Judge Taylor offered to 
give Koons a similar term, but the 
attorney refused to plead guilty, 
and obtained a change of venue to 
Judge Calhoun’s court, alleging 
Judge Taylor was“ prejudiced. 

Identified by Witness. 

Henry Ottensmeyer, proprietor 
of a soft drink establishment at 
2623 Cherokee street, identified 
Koons at the trial as a man for 
whom he cashed a worthless check 
of the Christy-Walsh Fire Brick 
Co., for $29.50. Koons was intro- 
duced to him by Hollerback and 
Davis, with whom he is acquaint- 
ed, as Henry Weber, Ottensmeyer 
testified. The check, purported to 
be for salary, was payable to Hen- |; 
ry Weber, Ottensmeyer told the 
jury. 
Koons, on the witness stand, de- 
nied asking Ottensmeyer to cash 
the check. testifying he went to 
the saloon with Hollerback and Da- 
vis to buy whisky, and that Davis 
cashed a check and pocketed the 
change. In response to a ques- 
tion by his attorney, he admitted

Joseph H. Schlarman of Belleville, 
Ill, to be Bishop of Peoria. 


Mgr. Schlarman is a native of Il- 
linois and has been pastor of the 
Belleville Cathedral since 1909. ' He 
is 61 years old. 

Born in Breese Township, Clin- 
ton County, Feb. 23. 1879, he re- 
ceived his early education in the 
public schools at Germantown and 


7? |at Quincy College. Later he stud-

He was ordained in the 
Cathedral of Brizen, Tyrol, in 1904 
and appointed for a post-graduate 
course in Gregorian University in 
Rome, where he received the de- 
grees of Doctor of Philosophy and 
Doctor of Canon Law. 

After detail work in Rome, he 
returned to America in 1907 as as- 
sistant pastor to the late Father 
Hagen, pastor of the Belleville Ca- 
thedral.

| The sky in Palestine is not so clear now for the 
Jews who flocked into that land after 1923 under the 
protection of the British to revive and rebuild the 
ancient homeland of the Jewish race. Trouble with 


Jews arose to mar the peace of the land and to in- 
cite the opponents of the Zionist movement against 
its efforts to construct a refuge in the land of their 
fathers for oppressed Jews of other countries. 

Since then the sky has been darkened by the death 
of the great Englishman, the Earl of Balfour, the 
steadfast and powerful friend of the Jews. It was 
Lord Balfour who first announced in 1917 that Great 
Britain favored the creation of a national homeland 
in Palestine for the Jewish people. Under the influ- 
ence of Balfour and his friends, the British Govern- 
ment proceeded with this policy and accepted the 
mandate 6f the League of Nations. 

After Palestine was opened to the Jews wonders 
-were accomplished. More than a billion dollars were 
expended in preparing the way for the colonization 


lof the Jews and in making it possible for them to 


live and thrive in a land apparently barren from

Former British Premier Lloyd George, who joined 
with Lord Balfour and Gen. Smuts in calling upon 
the British Government to clarify the situation in 
Palestine, after the recent troubles, testified in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch to the extraordinary achieve- 
ments of the Jews in Palestine and their peaceable 
disposition. We quote from his article: 

Since the war the Jewish population has in- 
creased by 100,000. But so have the Moslems 
increased. Since 1919, the Jews have raised 25,- 
000,000 pounds for the development of Palestine. 
The Arabs have undoubtedly benefited indirectly 
by this expenditure. The Jewish emigration has 
enriched the country not only with capital but 
with intelligent, skilled and industrious people. 
Lands which provided a meager livelihood for a 
scanty population are now by irrigation or mod- 
ern methods of cultivation maintaining in com- 
fort a population 20 times as numerous. The 
Arabs have profited by thig enterprise. There 
are now 80,000 more Arabs finding a living in 
Palestine than there were at the date of the 


Armistice. 
Mr. Lloyd George says the Jews have not molested 


nor tried to exploit or oust’ the Arabs and that 
they deserve protection and reasonable encourage-~- 
ment. He urges fair play for all the peoples in 
Palestine. That is what the Zionifts want. 

In the present situation the Zionists naturally want 
support and encouragement. They are rallying their 
forces to this end. They mourn the passing of Lord 
Balfour and point to his splendid example of loy- 
alty to the Jewish cause in Palestine as an inspira- 
tion for all of its well-wishers and supporters. 

In order to express their admiration for and gratt- 
tude to Lord Balfour, and to strengthen the cause 
by emphasizing his great service to the Jewish peo- 
ple, all the Zionist organizations in St. Louis will 
hold a Balfour memorial meeting in the auditorium 
of the Young Men’s Hebrew Association, on the eve- 
ning of April 22. It will be not only a memorial to 
Lord Balfour, but a revival of enthuslasm for the 
cause he upheld and an appeal to public opinion for 
support in this hour of trial.

He was keeping faith with the Fitchburg school chil- 
dren, and with posterity. Last October the children 
buried near the city’s World War memorial a box 
containing historical data, under a tablet bidding 
their grandchildren open it Oct. 10, 2029. The tablet 
also said that on this date on this spot stood Calvin 
Coolidge, ex-President of the United States. But Mr. 
Coolidge was busy polishing a magazine article or 
whittling that day, and didn’t get there. Now, six 
months later, he has kept the engagement. 

Mr. Coolidge thus spikes one gun of the debunk- 
ers who will be camping on his reputation 100 years 
from now, or sooner, just as they have with all the 
Presidents. The historian will not be able, in a stir- 
ring chapter on the duplicity and corrupt times of the 
era, to say that Coolidge never visited the spot where 
this tablet fraudulently honors his alleged presence. 
Instead, the chronicler will have to content himself 
with saying that Coolidge did stand there, but at a 
later date, and that won’t be much of a tidbit for 
scandal fanciers. Long before 2029, however, the in- 
cident will probably have been perpetuated by the 
sentimentalists, just as the Washington cherry tree 
story now is an example of honesty and not of van- 
dalism. To the Coolidge legend the story will con- 
tribute a tender little insight into the great man’s 
character.

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WHAT ST. LOUIS READS. 

There is worry in the world over the present crop 
of readers. They favor too much the new and untried 
books, and are losing touch with the cultural values 
imparted by the classics, say the sages. The Nation, 
geeking to gauge the grip of books-of-the-week, has 
gathered a symposium from librarians and publishers. 
From this our fears may be relfeved so far as St. 
Louis is concerned. “Old books are being still read 
to a very considerable extent side by side with the 
new,” gays Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, librarian here. 
This is noticeably. More in favor of the older writers 
than are reperts from several other cities. 

The list of the most popular books more than 10 
years old as given by Dr. Bostwick is an, interesting 
cross-section of St. Louis reading tastes. It contains: 
“Tarzan of the Apes,” “The Crisis,” “Pollyanna,” “The 
Americanization of Edward Bok,” “Uncle Tom’s Cab- 
in,” “The Virginian,” “Up from Slavery,” “Ben Hur,” 
“Roosevelt’s Letters to His Children” and “The Mill 
on the Floss.” All these books are not reverenced as 
classics, it is true, but the list at least shows that 
St. Louis is not prejudiced against a book because it 
is old. At the same time, adults ask for more cur- 
rent volumes than for the old. 

The last annual report of the library contains an 
interesting sidelight on this question—that children 
are more firmly attached to the older books than are 
their elders. A ballot taken in the children’s room 
at the Central ‘Library showed the following as the 
most popular books among juvenile readers: “Little 
Women,” Lang’s “Blue Fairy Book,” “Huckleberry 
Finn,” Mallory’s “King Arthur” and Paul Laurence 
Dunbar’s poems. And all these books are more than 
10 years old. 5 

Older books @ fiction for adults have to compete 
against the tremendous ballyhoo accompanying each 
new volume. New books for children, which are nu- 
merous and include many of merit, are not announced 
with such drum-beating. Hence, young readers are 
more likely to express their natural tastes. Books 
to them are not a topic to be cultivated for table talk, 
but a field in which to revel for genuine pleasure. 
If restrictions did not curb adults, the popularity of 
the classics would be greater.

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A CAREER FOR CONSIDERATION. 

George Washington Carver was born of slave par- 
ents on a farm near Diamond Grove, Mo., during the 
later months of the Civil War. He lost. his father 
in infancy. Raiders carried hisjmother and him-into 
Arkansas and she was never heard of again. Fora 
race horse valued at $300 he was bought from his 
captors and returned to his farmer home. He worlfd 
his way through high school In Kansas. Interest in 
the growing things he saw everywhere about him 


any. In 1894 he received the bachelor’s degree and 
two years later the master’s degree. He earned his 
way. Elected to the faculty, he was placed in charge 
of the greenhouse and devoted special attention to 
the bacteriological side of systematic botany. 

A new school for people of his race in Tuskegee, 
Ala., attracted his imagination. He joined its staff 
more than 80 years ago and now is director of re- 
search. In his investigations he has found 200 uses 
for the peanut, extracting products ranging from oils 
and pharmaceutical preparations to paper, ink, rub- 
ber, wood stains, soap, axle grease and synthetic milk 
and cream. From the Sweet potato he has produced 
a variety of foodstuffs, among them ‘flour, starch, 
Vinegar and tapioca. Common clay he has tranDs- 
formed into paints and dyes, Egyptologists say one 
of his deep blue pigments represents the rediscovery 
of a lost process. He is a member of the Royal So- 
clety of Arts of London and in 1923 he won the Spin- 
garn medal.

VENERABLE French lady gives this 
A account of the old days on the Missis- 
sippi at St. Louis: 

“The river front was crowded with 
steamboats two deep for a mile and a half, 
and freight was piled two stories high on 
the levee, waiting shipment. The entire 
movement of this freight to and from the 
wharf. was done by man and mule power, 
with explosive energy. Main street and the 
levee in the height of the season were a 
more éxhilarating sight than any Western 
city can show today. 


“Magnificent steamboats of 1000 or 2000 
tons burden cleared daily for Memphis, 
Vicksburg and New Orleans, thronged with 
passengers and loaded with plantation sup- 
plies for the South. In a fortnight they 
would return laden with sugar, tobacco, 
dry goods and hardware. Every trip was 
& royal progress, with flags flying and 
bands playing, and crowds cheering at ev- 
ery landing. Handsome steamers carried 
passengers and freight from St. Louis with 
supplies for the lumbermen at St. Croix 
and River of the North. Boats of 300 tons 
burden carried freight on the Red and 
Arkansas rivers as far the border of 
Texas, and penetrated the bayous into the 
heart of Louisiana and Mississippi. On the 
lower Missouri there was an immense trade 
in farm supplies, especially hemp, tobac- 
co, grain and livestock. 


“St. Louis owned the trade of the North- 
west. Fifty-one steamers cleared in the 
spring and summer of 1867 for Fort Benton. 
Mont., carrying merchandise 3000 miles up- 
stream to the headwaters of the Missouri, 
Yellowstone and Big Horn rivers. They 
went out loaded to the guards with gro- 
ceries, provisions, furniture, rifles and am- 
munition for the Northwest, and came back 
with furs from the Rockies and gold from 
the mines of the Black Hills, Not all of 
the boats that started out so gallantly, how- 
ever, returned. Among those that did re- 
turn, some came back with their pilot 
houses rifled with bullets from the guns 
of hostile Indians. It was all in the day's 
work, 

“A commerce of $200,000,000 a year was 
handled by these pioneers of St. Louis trade. 


who supplied a luxurious civilization in the 
South and the rude camps of trappers and 
lumbermen iff the far Northwest. The type 
of steamboat developed for the river trade 
was strictly American and western. A 
boastful captain maintained that he could 
navigate his boat across a river bottom on 
a heavy dew. The American type of steain- 
boat so developed is now to be found on 
every navigable shallow river of the world. 

“The river was the center of interest for 
the entire city. People lived near it, ali 
business wus done in full view of it, peo- 
ple thronged to it to see the boats arrive 
ang depart, the ice form in the winter, the 
huge, loaded coal wagons come across from 
East St. Louis on the ice, and the ice break 
up in the spring. : 


“For nearly 20 years the river furnished 
the most luxurious transportation the world 
had seen since Cleopatra’s galleys with their 
silken sails graced the Nile. Great steam- 
beats raised fronts as majestic as those of 
modern ocean liners, along the levees at 
St. Louis, and steanmied on schedule time to 
and from ports on the lower river. Their 
lower decks were piled high with freight, 
and on the upper deck were luxurious 
lounging places for cabin passengers, 


“The saloon, a noble hall 200 feet long. 
encrusted with carving and glittering with 
decorative gold and color, was brilliantly 
lighted and thronged with a gay, pleasure 
loving company; and when, after dinner. 
the saloon was cleared and the ball opened, 
lighted up with the presence of beautiful 
women in resplendent attire, and men as 
chivalrous as danced attendance on any 
beauty of any court in Europe, the law of 
the evening was, "On with the dance. let joy 
be unconfined.’ 

“In no spot of the country was assembled 
more of the youth, beauty and elegance of 
the time than in the saloon of a Mississippi 
River steamboat running south from St. 
Louis. The company exhibited the as- 
sured deportment and inherited grace of a 
governing race, and their presence made the 
trip to New Orleans an experience of un- 
surpassed gaiety and enjoyment. It was 
the favorite resort for-the honeymoon and 
the well financed vacation.”

As bearing upon the fime that 
the stone was moved and the 
agency for its removal, emphasis is 
placed upon the fact that “in 
three days” is found in all the 
records, and that these words were 
the pith and core of the charge 
against Jesus. The empty tomb is 
treated as an absolutely established 
fact. Otherwise it would have been 
easy to show that there had been 
no physical resurrection. Coming 
as near as he ever does to answer- 
ing the question (who moved the 
stone?) the author says: “It is the 
complete failure of anyone to pro- 
duce the remains, or to point to 
any tomb, official 6F otherwise, in 
which they were said to He, which 
ultimately destroys every theory 
based upon the human removal of 
the body.“ , 

The suggestion that the disciples 
stole the body is rejected on the 
ground that it was repugnant to 
their known moral qualities and 
singularly unimaginative type of 
mind and to their inhospitable atti- 
tude, at that time, to the thought 
of resurrection, if indeed they had 
even apprehended it. 

The guard at the tomh, invested 
by the author with a mysterious re- 
lati.n to the moving of the stone, 
which is never cleared up, is held 
on the interpretation of the passage 
in Matthew, to have been posted by 
the priests after Pilate had refused 
their request. The statement that 
the guards had slept was given out 
by the priests because “‘the whole 
truth they dare not tell.” 

Whatever the whole truth may 
have been there is an absence in St. 
Mark’s Gospel, the earliest written 
account, of any hint or suggestion 
as to how the stone came to be 
moved, a reluctance which also is 
found in the other synopsis and in 
St. John. 

The peculiar and significant 
thing, the author suggests, is that 
nowhere in the apochryphal writ- 
ings is even the remotest suggestion 
that the stone was removed from 
within. He suggests that we are 
here in the presence of a deep and 
far-reaching historical fact, a fact 
which laid its compulsion upon ey- 
eryone and diverted ultimately the 
very course of tradition. “The mov- 
ing of the storfe was never ascribed 
to the power of the risen Lord him- 
self because there were men in Je- 
rusalem who knew the real facts 
concerning what happened. during 
those dark hours which preceded 
the dawn on Sunday. Those facts 
precluded the hypothesis being 
truthfully advanced.” 

There is a suggestion, derived 
from the Gospel of the Hebrews, 
a strange old fragment of which 
only a few sentences survive, that 
the risen Christ appeared in the 
first instance to “the servant of the 
priest.” 

So the book closes, leaving unan- 
swered the question: “Who moved 
the stone?” Perhaps it is the au- 
thor’s way of saying that who

“There have been too many let- 
ters written to them, too many in- 
terviews published in the papers, 
too many speeches in so-called 
protest meetings,’ commented the 
Court in announcing that he would 
appoint a ntw commission. “If 
they are human, and I know they 
are human, they are bound to be 
affected by it.” 

“Is Exceedingly Bad Taste.” 

He repeated that condemnation 
suits were addressed to the execu- 
tive side of the court and, general- 
ly speaking, were not law suits un- 
til exceptions were filed to the 
awards. The matter, previously 


judicial, he said.

BRIAND IS READY TO SEND 
QUESTIONNAIRE ON FEDERATION 


French Foreign Minister Will Pre- 
sent Proposal to 26 Foreign 
Countries. 

PARIS, April 19.—The newspa- 
per Le Matin says that within a 
few days Foreign Minister Briand 
will send to 26 European states a 
questionnaire concerning the pro- 
posed European federation which 
has been called “the United States 
of Europe.”

Senator for Modified Adherence 
to World Court Three 
Years -Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Oppo- 
sition to the modified proposal for 
United States adherence to the 
World Court about to be submit- 
ed to the Senate by President Hoo- 
ver was announced in an address 
over the radio last night by Sena- 
tor Copeland (Dem. ). New York, 
who voted three years ago for ad- 
herence. 

Copeland, whose break from the 
fold of World Court adherents in 
the Senate leaves the margin for 
ratification of the new protocol 
very slim, stated that he could not 
accept the modification of the Sen- 
ate’s reservation as worked out by 
Elihu Root and approved by the 
other world Powers. 

The other Powers refused to ac- 
cept’ the Senate's reservation 
against advisory opinions. Elihu 
Root in company with other inter- 
national jurists drafted a modified 
reservation, President Hoover has 
indorsed it. 

Explaining that under the Root 
formula the only way the United 
States could prevent the World 
Court from delivering an advisory 
opinion on questions in which this 
country had an interest would be 
to withdraw from the Court, Cope- 
land asserted that instead of mak- 
ing for peace this might lead to 
war. 

The Senate restrvation which 
would be substituted by this pro- 
posal would have prevented the 
Court from delivering such an 
opinion without the consent of this 
Government. e 
‘ “IT can readily imagine, Cope- 
land said, “that certain foreign 
statesmen would stay up nights to 
formulate distressing and annoying 
questions to submit to a court 
made up of judges of their own 
selection.” 

If this country withdrew under 
the Root plan, the Senator assert- 
ed it would be “equivalent to ejec- 
tion.” 

“That would arouse our people 
to resentment,” he added, “rightly 
or wrongly we should feel even less 
kindly toward the League of Na- 
tions that took sides against us 
and proceeded to submit an issue 
to the Court.” The other parties 
also, he said, would not be well dis- 
posed toward this country. 

On the other hand, Copeland 
contended that using the influence 
of the United States and its threat 
to withdraw to prevent action by 
the Court would “not be decent, It 
would be@the act of a bully.” 

“f am not willing, he said, “and 
on due consideration you will not 
be willing, to make kindly Uncle 
Sam the bully of the nations.”

tive experiments with the speed of 
light has determined there is no 
ether drift such a finding is fur- 
ther support of the Einstein os 
Dr. St. John said. 

Dr. St. John, speaking last nigtit 
before scientista at the California 
Institute of Technology, said that 
with the collaboration of Dr. Wal- 
ter S Adams and Dr. Francis G, 
Pease, also of the observatory, he 
had completed 30,000 separate t>sts 
of the speed of light, using rays 
traveling in all directions, ant 
found no difference of velocity in 
any case. 

The result of these tests, the sci- 
entist declared, disproved the cons 
clusion drawn by Dr. D. C. Miller, 
of the Case School of Applied Sct- 
ence, Cleveland, O., that there is a 
relative motion between the earth 
and the ether that fills space. — 

Dr. Miller’s recently announced 
experiment, Dr. St. John said, 
struck at the Michelson-Morley the- 
ory of light advanced by Dr. Albert 
A. Michelson, University of Chi- 
cago physicist, upon which Pr. Al- 
bert Einstein's tpeory of relativity 
partly is founded. 

As a result of Dr. Miller’s an- 
nouncement, Dr. St. John said he 
began the experiments here. The 
experiments were conducted with 
an interferometer, a four-ton 
mechanism, designed to whirl a 
group of mirrors about a central 
mirror which throws light to an 
eye piece and camera at the top. 
An intricate system of switches 
shoots the light through the ma- 
chine from various angles and di- 
rections. 

“In brief,” the Pasadena scien- 
tist said, “the cumulative effect of 
the experimental evidence gives 
strong support to the statement of 
Sir James Jeans of England, who 
says the general theory of relativity 
has long passed the stage of being 
considered an interesting specula- 
tion, and has qualified as one of the 
ordinary tools of astronomy.” :

This affliction nearly alwafvs 
could have been oe by the 
use of certain eye drops. tt re 
ly is called “babies’ sore 
Physicians call it Ophithainile Med Neo- 
natorum. 

It begins with a redness of the. 
eyes. The lids become swollen and 
pus ig discharged from between 
them. If this condition is neglect- 
ed in the beginning, it becomes 
much more difficult or even im- 
| possible to cure later on. 

So-called home remedies should 
never be tried on a case of babies’ 
sore eyes. The risk ig too great. 
Proper medical treatment should 
be secured at once, or the eyes 
may be severely damaged so that, 
even if complete blindness doves 
not result, sight may be greatly 
impaired. 

Enough damage may be 40ne by 
this disease in one day to make it 
impossible, even with the greatest 
care, to prevent total blindness.
